We  said  as  we  contem- 
plated another  yeaif’s  work,  we  will 
make  it  bigger.  These  years  have  wit- 
nessed a steady  upward  climb  of  the 
figures  in  all  our  denominational  work 
of  which  we  are  all  thankful.  Orphan 
age  receipts,  college  receipts,  sustenta- 
tion  receipts,  home  ipission  receipts,  for- 
eign mission  receipts,  ministerial  educa- 
tion receipts,  State  mission  receipts,  all 
have  been  climbing;,  climbing  into  the 
thousands,  climbing!  into  the  tens  of 
thousands,  climbing!  into  hundreds  of 
thousands  in  the  grand  total.  Have  you 
stopped  sometimes  to  ask  while  yor. 
caught  your  breath  why  this  constant 
tendency  upward?  Yes,  certainly  the 
churches  are  at  the  bottom  of  it  all,  a* 
they  have  responded  to  the  efforts  of 
pastors  to  lead  in  tilings  worthy  of  us, 
and  honoring  to  ou  ■ God,  and  his  holy 
religion.  Did  the  fathers  have  prophet- 
ic view  when  they  resolved  on  having 
stronger  churches  add  more  churches  to 
meet  in  Mississippi  conditions  making 
possible  these  results?  Is  not  wisdom 
justified  in  her  children?  To  have 
stronger  churches  in  [Mississippi,  to  have 
more  churches  in  Mississippi,  there  must 
be  a distinctive  forep  at  work  to  these 
ends.  State  missions  were  inaugurate! 
for  this  purpose,  and  well  has  it  wrought 
to  touch  denominational  life  at  all 
points.  To  slight  it  in  the  least  shows 
a lack  of  appreciation  of  what  the  past 
hag  been,  and  argdes  a circumscribed 
vision  for  our  future. 

We  heard  the  call  of  foreign  missions 
in  the  same  tones  that  struck  upon  the 
apostles  ears  ‘‘Come  over  and  help  us;” 
we  heard  the  call  of  home,  missions  r.s 
from  the  plains  of  Texak,  Oklahoma,  Ar- 
kansas, Missouri,  Louisiana,  mountain 
fastnesses,  the  grea(  cities,  and  Cuba, 
and  the  Panama  zoni  it  was  oft  rejienr- 
ed,  ‘‘Come  over  and  help  us,”  and  now 
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after  catching  our  breath  in  these  two 
mouths  shall  we  not  listen  to  the  same 
cry’  from  Mississippi  where  the  people 
are  bone  of  our  bone,  and  tlesh  of  our 
ties  i,  where  our  homes  arc,  and  out 
lovini  ones,  ‘‘Come  over  and  help  us.” 
Jesus  heard  it  and  came  unto  his  own.

Right  Rev.  Frederick  Burgess,  bishop 
of  Long  Island,  in  a sermon  said:  ‘‘One 
day,  in  ancient  Rome,  when  the  newly 
elected  praetor,  arrayed  in  regal  gar 
ments,  bearing  his  ivory  scepter  and 
preceded  by  the  victors,  had  taken  his 
place  upon  the  throne,  his  two  soons 
were  brought  liefbre  him  and  convicted 
of  the  crime  of  treason.  The  proud  Ro- 
man showed  no  hesitancy  in  pronoun© 
ing  the  sentence  of  death  and  the  two 
young  men  were  slain  in  the  presence 
of  their  father.  In  the  ancient  town  of 
Mahanaim,  on  the  other  side  of  Jordan, 
a king  sat  one  afternoon  at  the  city  gat^ 
waiting  anxiously  for  tidings  of  the  bat 
tie  which  his  army  was  waging  against 
his.  rebelious  son.  At  length  the  watch 
man  on  the  tower  above  him  described 
a messenger  running  townrd  the  city  an«1 
behind  him  still  another.  The  first  cour- 
ier approached  the  king  and  hailed  him 
with  glad  news.  ‘Is  the  young  man,  Ab- 
salom, snfet’  was  the  king’s  only  ques- 
tion. But  the  messenger  answered  pru- 
dently thnt  he  could  not  tell  him.  Now 
the  second  came  and  kneeling  before  the 
king,  exclaimed:  ‘Tidings,  my  lord  the 
king.’  Tt  was  also  news  of  a glorious, 
overwhelming  victory;  but  still  from  the 
king’s  lips  there  comes  the  same  ones- 
tion:  'Ts  the  young  man.  Absalom, 
safe?’  This  time  the  courier  can  onlv 
speak  the  truth,  and  then  all  we  see  is 
an  aged  man  climbing  wearily  up  the 
stone  staircase  to  his  chamber,  repent- 
ing the  refrain  of  a broken  heart:  *0, 
my  son,  Absalom,  mv  son  Absalom, 
would  Ood  thnt  T had  died  for  thee,  my 
son  Absalom,  my  son!’ 

“These  two  men,  like  the  two  nations 
thev  represent,  are  fnr  apart.  Brutus 
had  sunk  the  father  in  the  judge;  David 
had  sunk  the  judge  in  the  father.  Rome, 
the  city  of  Brutus,  was  to  become  th-* 
author  of  the  greatest  system  of  juris 
prudence  the  world  has  ever  seen,  and 
Bethlehem,  the  city  of  David,  was  to  be- 
come the  birthplace  of  the  Messiah. 
The  one  is  a nation  of  law  and  the  other 
is  a nation  of  religion.  Now  it  is  the 
glorv  of  Jesus  (fhrist  that  he  takes  up 
these  two  ideas,  which  were  thus  repre- 
sented by  these  two  men,  and  unite* 
them  in  the  person  of  God.  Take  anl 
study  the  New  Testament  and  yon  will 
see  that  his  one  aim  is  to  reveal  God 
as  a father  and  a judge.  Now  it  is  the 
home  which  he  pictures  to  us  with  the 
fnther  sitting  on  the  housetop  hoping 
and  yearning  for  a lost  boy’s  return;  but 
quite  as  frequently  and  quite  as  strongli 
it  is  a king,  sitting  on  his  throne  in 
judgment  while  the  crowds  of  men  j>ass 
before  him  on  their  trial.  It  seems  ns 
if  the  truth  could  not  be  found  in  the 
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1 thought  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
qkher  but  only  in  the  blending  of  these 
tyro  ideas  of  justice  and  of  love.

selves  Christians.  They  borrow 
Ood'a  day,  and  keep  It  for  their  own 
uses  and  do  not  pay  any  Interest. 
H Is  not  kept  even  for  rest;  much 
less  for  hla  aervlce.  Simply  going 
to  church  Is  not  aervlce;  hearing  a 
sermon  la  no  use,  If  not  practical  In 
Its  results — there  must  be  some 
doing. 

To  be  Christians  we  must  bo 
Chrlat-llke;  he  gave  ua  an  example, 
and  said  to  hla  disciples,  “follow 
me;’’  teaching  hla  divinity  as  having 
“all  power  In  heaven  and  on  earth. ’’ 
therefore,  “Oo,  teach  all  nations,” 
etc.  "All  things  which  he  com- 
manded"— not  Moaea  and  the  propn- 
eta.  He  ha<j  previously  aatd,  "be- 
ginning at  Jerusalem.'' 

There  are  many  nominal  Chris- 
tiana In  the  churches — sometime* 
they  seem  to  be  In  the  majority.  It 
they  do  anything  at  all,  It  la  for 
self  gratification  by  an  Interesting 
discourse  or  artistic  singing  of  the 
operatic  order.  True,  they  may  oc- 
casionally pay  a little  money,  but 
they  do  no  Christian  work.

These  nominal  Christians 
are  often  honest,  but  may  be  aelf- 
decelved.
